SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND RECULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years eld, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands (not 
sub agent), on certain conditions. 


Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each. oj} 
three years. A homesteader may liye 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farin of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties.—Six months re- 
sidence in cach of six years date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and fifty acres extra cultivation. The 
of cultivation is suhject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 


A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. | Price $3.00

JAPA?-ESE COTTON 
Its Bearing on the Cotton Trade of 
Canada and United States 


By living on a scale which would 
Starve an American or a European, 
and by constantly striving to perfect 
their manufacturing processes, the 
Japanese are taking considerable 
trade from the United States in spite 
of the high tariff of that country. 
Senator Smoot explained to the United 
States Senate the other day how 
Japan had already taken the cotton 
trade of Manchuria from the United 
States, and would soon control the 
entire demand of China. It would seem 
evident that as Japan takes away the 
the trade in cottons from the United 
States that that country will try to 
redeem its losses by selling more cot- 


*| ton in Canada, especially if our duty 


is reduced. 

The Canadian tariff on gray and 
white cotton fabrics is only 25 per 
cent. and on colored cotton fabrics 
82% per cent. Japan is not one of 
our serious competitors, as yet, prob- 
ably, because she is confining her 
efforts to taking away the Asiatic 
export trade of the United States. But 
during the year ending March 81st, 
1913, we imported cotton manufac- 
tures worth $8,787,000 from Great 
Britain and $2,521,665 worth from the 
United States. 

Those who advocate increasing the 
British Preference should consider the 
effect of such an increase on our cot- 
ton industry. A recent official report 
of the British Government states that 
16 per cent, of the men engage@ in the 
cotton industry in England earn less 
than $5 per week, working full time, 
nearly 44 per cent. earn between $5 
and $7.20, thirteen per cent. of the 
women working full time, earn less 
than $2.40 a week, while 89 per cent. 
earn between $2.40 and $8.60 a week. 
The average hours of labor in the Eng- 
lish cotton jJndustry are 66.5 a week. 

Do we want these wages for the 
men and women who are engaged in 
the Canadian cotton industry?

Montreal’s Pioneer Publisher Was a 


Stormy Petre). 

There are three separate and distinct 
introductions of the art of printing into 
Canada, Each was in widely separate 
fields, and, therefore, catering to differ- 
ent classes of the population and differ- 
ent sections of the erg! 

The introduction that holds first place 
in point of time is that of 1751, when 
Bartholomew Green, son of the man 
who printed the first American news- 

aper, went from Boston, Mass., to 
alifax, N.8.—both British cities at 
that time—and set up a printin ee] 
in the recently founded capital of 
Nova Scotia. Green died within a few 
months after his coming to Halifax, but 
his place in the community was taken 
by John Bushell, who, in March, 1752, 
began to publish the Halifax Gazette, 
the first newspaper printed in Canada, 

The second fatvoduction took place 
twelve years later, when, in 1764, the 
firm of Brown and Gilmore of Philadel- 
phia, still a British city, came to Que- 
bec and opened a printing establishment 
which produced for the government the 
official Gazette and other official mat- 


ter, all of which were publisho” in the | 


two languages. This was only four years 


after the capture of Quebec, and only a! 


ear after the signing of the Treaty of 

aris which finally ceded Canada to the 
British Crown. 

These two introductions of printing 
are commonplace events in comparison 
with the third introduction, which took 
place in 1776, at Montreal during the 
war of the American Revolution, and 
was somewhat a war measure, take: f-r 
the purpose of turning the French- 
Canadians from their allegiance to the 
British Crown. 

First something about the early 
career of the remarkable man whose 
printing presses were the first that ever 
rattled and clank«d in the commercial 
metropolis of Canada. 

Fleury Mesplet was born about the 
year 1735 in the city of Lyons, France, 
where, after receiving a good common 
education, he learned and followad 
for a few years, the printer’s trade. It 
was than that he became saturated 
with republican ideas, which man 
were coming to think were a cure-all 
for the evils of mispavernment then 
weighing heavily upon Freace. He 
also became an open free-thinker, and 
this unbelief clung to him for. many 
years afterwards. 

Arriving at Montreal, Mesplet and 
his wife and employees put up at a 
tavern, where they remained eleven 
days. Ou May 18th, they were in leased 
premises ready for bisiness. 

And now the missiou on which Mes- 
plet was engaged came to nought. 
Franklin and his fellow commisioners 
failed to stir up the French-Canadians 
against the loyalists’ cause. Mont- 
gomery had been kilted before the 
walls of Quebec. 

His most ambitivus undertaking was 
a arian devoted to -commercial news 
and literary subjects, and the selection 
of his news editor brought him under 
the evil influence of Valantin Jantard, 
a lawyer by prof*ssion, who had come 
to Canada from France. 

Mesplet, before beginning the pub’’- 
cation of his paper, engaged not to in- 
sert in it anything offensive to the gov- 
ernment or the church 

The editor, Jantard, soon violated 1 6 
promise. In September, Sir Guy UCarle- 
ton, the Governor-Gen ral, ordered Mes- 
plet and his editor, Jantard, to leave 
the province, but, owing to petitions on 
their behalf, and the represe itation 
that Montreal needed a printer, the 
order of banishment was suspended, 
upon Mesplet and his associate taking 
the oath of allegiance, and’ promising 
to submit in future all articles to a gov- 
ernment censor, which cfiice fell into 
abeyance. 

Jantard further began to attack the 
judges in signed articles published in 
this paper. One judge, asked the gov- 
ernment at Quebec, to protect.the courts 
from such attacks. This brought mat- 
ters to a head, and the two men were 
arrested and taken to the military 
prison at Quebec. 

Escaping from prison with the con- 
nivance of the authorities, Mesplet re- 
turned to Montreal, and resumed his 
printing, but financial troibles_ con- 
tinued to dog hi. footsteps, and his 
printing plant was seized and sold for 
debt, He afterwards leased it and went 
on with his business. 

After a troubled career, Mesplet died 
on January 24, 174, aged ubout 60 
years. 


More Bison Found. 


Three distinct herds of wild buffalo 
have been located west of the Slave 
River, on the extreme northern bound 
ary of Alberta, by a party of cruisers 
under the direction of A. J, Bell, gov- 
ernment agent at Fort Smith, sent out 
by the Dominion forestry department. 
Pierre Squirrel, chief of a tribe of 
northern Indians, who was guide for 
the party, estimates’ there are fully 200 
animals in the herds. 

The buffalo resemble the American 
bison, from which they descended, but 
life ‘n the hilly regions has made them 
more agile and fleeter of foot. They 
travel in twos and threes in the sum- 
mer, herding together in the winter for 
protection against the timber wolf 
their natural enemy, It is announced 
here that the government will take 
steps at once to prevent the extermina- 
tion of the herds by hunters and fur- 
ther protect the animals by increasing 
the wolf bounty, 

Harry V. Radford, an explorer, dis- 
covered a herd in the north two years 
ago. 


A NORTHERN PRELATE, 


Bishop Reeve Knows the Wilu as Few 
Men Do. 


The largest diocese in the world is 
that of Bishop Rcev. of Mackenzie 
| River. One scarcely realizes the im- 

mensity of Canada’, hinterland until 
he has Leard of it from one who, like 
Bishop Reeve, has spent his life be- 
yond the outposts of civilization. Re- 
tently in a lecture in Toronto his lord- 
ship told something of his life in the 
‘north, He has a ‘diocese’ of half a 
million square miles, while another 
300,000 square miles were also in his 
charge. “Standing at my door-step 
| (if we had a step, of which I am not 
| certain), it was 2,000 miles by trail 
, to my farthest station,” said Bishop 
| Reeve, “almost as far as from here 
| to the Pacific coast, We had to hunt 
‘for almost all our food, and in those 
,days it took three months to reach 
my post at sort Simpson.” 

Bishop Reeve showed some most 
interesting slides of tar sand-banks oa 
| the Athabasca River, where coal-oil ia 
; surely to be found, and will one day 
prove rost valuable, and where nat- 
ural gas is extremerly abundant, and 
gushes out in jets in places, which if 
lighted, flares to a height of 15 or 20 
feet. 

“Part of the territory is semi-Arc- 
tic,” said Bishop Reeve, ‘‘with coarse 
grasses, a few willows, and nothing 
else. On the Arctic coast all is dreary 
desolation. The only wood they find 
stranded on the river banks, having 
floated down. Strange to say, wild 
flowers grow in some profusion on 
Arctic shores, and no less than 150 
different varieties were discovered by 
a man in that region, who made a 
hobby of searching for the.a, 

“T have seen mountains cf ice form- 
ed,” said the bishop, ‘‘by the water 
pushing the ice away to. the banks, 
sometimes throwing up great ice 
boulders over on top of the other, 
making it look like a miniature Roc- 
ky Mountains. Once the water rose 
50 feet, owiag to an ice jam, and 
everyone Lecame extremely fearful.” 

The bishop spoke of some hait- 
breed Crees at Fort Chippewin, on 
Athabasca Lake, who, although Eng- 
lish, was a foreign tongue to them, 
could repeat two gospels, two collects, 
two epistles, and two hymns perfect- 
ly in Sunday school. “I have asked 
many civilized children if they couid 
do this,” the bishop declared, “and 
have never yet been answered in the 
atirmative.’’ 

After being nearly burned to death 
with his wife, Pishop Reeve live for 
years in a shack, 11 feet square, 
building for his successor a wooden 
house \/hich it took three years to 
complete.

“The Esquimaux girls,’’ continued

It was comsed perhaps 
twice a year.”’ 

“To speak of the newly discoverei 
Esquimaux as blonde is a misnomer. 
I was talking to Mr. Stefansson, and 
he told me. that very few indeed were 
r-ally’ fair,

rotten and once we lived on rotten 
Csh for four days.

WHY SCOTSMEN SUCCEED. | 


England's Inferior Education Is Al- - 
leged as a Reason. 


Harold Spender, in a recen* Lon- 
don News says: . 

The vivid pen picture of English 
private schools given to the House of 
Commons by the Minister of Educa- 
tion have come as a shock. * Dothe- 
boy Hall, it seems, still flourishes in 
our midst, and the work of Dickens 
requires to be done over again. 

Matthew Arnold pointed this ‘ut 
with all his power a generation ago, 
and the story has been since repeated 
by many brilliant writers and critics, 
But the Wnglish people are deaf, and 
in hundreds of cases parents prefer to 
send their children to these schools 
even when there are the very best free 
public schoots round the corner. Bad 
education seems somehow always to 
consort with “gentility.” 

But now certain remarkable signs 
are appearing. The boys from the 
council schools, profiting by a tor- 
ough training at the most impression- 
able years, are invading our secon- 
dury schools and universities, and 
compelling the middle classes to look 
the facts in the face. The other day 
ten council school boys appeared as 
wranglers at Cambridge. I am inform- 
ed that in many of the secondary 
schools of the L.C.C. winners of schol- 
arships often rapidly take the lead 
of the middle-class children. 

At the universities the public 
schools still keep an iron hand over 
th. sports, but ia matters of educa- 
tion they are often beaten by boys 
from the grammar schools and the 
council schools. It is clear that a 
great crisis in education is approach- 
ing. The middle-class parent will 
have to wake up if he and his off- 
spring are to avoid defeat in the 
struggle. A urtional comparison ~ - 
veals the same facts. In secondary 
education England is far behind both 
Sc>tland and Wales. The higher edu- 
cation of Scotland, stimulated by the 
great boon of the Carnegie Trust, is 
moving steadily forward both in the 
schools and in the universities. 

The result is seen by the fact that 
the uthappy English boy, thouz" 
born of a stock certainly not less gift- 
ed, is too often beaten by the Scots 
boy in the competition for all th» 
higher offices and posts, Loth of learn- 
ing and business. The attitude of the 
middle class in England is, inieed, 
one that exceeds onder. They pay 
the education rate, but in nine cases 
out of ten they refuse to avail them- 
selves of it. They actually pay in 
order that their children should re 
ceive a far worse education than the 
working classes receive without pay- 
ing another penny. 

Exhausted with the expense of pay- 
ing for bad schooling they often find 
themselves, at the critical moment, 
unable to start their children in life. 
Thus they lose the one great financia) 
handicap that they have over their 
working-class competitors. Mean- 
while, these parents are too often un- 
necessarily obsessed with the middle- 
class habit of sending their children 
away from home—a habit produced 
by the lack of gcod secondary schools 
‘venly distributed throughout the 
country. By sen« ng their children 
away they lose control over their lives 
and they sacrifice all influence over 
their characters. 

And then they are surprised to find 
that at the age when life is opening 
to their children they have lost all 
parental control, and have not even 
obtained any superior educational 
value.

CAVES OF REFUGE. 


Scheme to Reduce the Loss of Life in 
Mine Explosions. 

Refuge caves are nuw being propos- 
ed as a means of suving life in coal 
mines. The idea is to bave in each 
mine one or more caves dug out of the 
solid coal or rock from one of the mais 
passages of the mine. The entrance 
to the cave from the main passage 
way would be a long, ndrruw tunnel 
with three or four sets of massive 
doors, so that the cave would be ex- 
plosion proof. In times of danger min 
ers who could not get to the surface 
would go td this cave and shut them 
selves in. 

A considerable proportion of deaths 
in coal mine disasters is due to the 
after effects of an explosion rather 
than to the explosion itself. and often 
the miners have lived for hours or 
even days before they suffocated. The 
caves would serve under similar con- 
ditions. ‘ 

Air would have to be supplied in the 
caves, and this could be done either by 
small boreholes to the surface, such as 
are not uncommon in cval mines, or 
by pipe lines—built so as to be explo- 
sion proof—running through the mine 
passages. The cave connected with 
the surface by a borehole could be sup- 
plied with air freely and kept in touck 
with the surface by a telephone, and 
food could be sent down through the 
hole. 

A cave connected by a _ conduit 
through the mine could also have tele- 
phonic communication with the sur 
face, but it would be necessary in this 
case to keep a quantity of concentrat- 
ed food and some water stored ip the 
chamber. Supplies of medica! first aid 
materials and a pulmotor for reviving 
miners overcome by gases could also 
be kept In the cave tv advantage— 
Saturday Evening Post.
